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Sa THIS 1S UNEVALUATED INFORMATION 


1, In 1946 Tinerstul Democrat (Democratic Youth),was erganized. This was the 
first so-called anti-fascist democratic youth organization established in 
Rumnia, The purpose of the Tinerotul Democrat was to unite young Rumouians 
of all classes in a now-political, social organization. Ali Rumanian boys 
and girls were admitted to this organisation without discrimination. 


2, Im 1947 the following three youth organizations were crested: 


a, The Fromtul Democrat Universitear (University Denoratic Front), with 

headquarters at Strada Plemnei, 61, in Bucharest. The Frontul. Democrat 
Universitar was organized to attract all university students of 
“democratic” or leftist views and to indoctrinate them for entry into 

Communist polities. University students were admitted to the Frontul 

j Democrat Universitar upon application, provided they had not previously 
engaged in any "reactionary" activity. Frontul Democrat Universitar 
menbera were afforded certain privileges, such as a cantem, Lodgings, 
end access to the clubhouse where the headquarters were located. The 
administration of the organization was entrusted to those of its 
members who were inscribed in the Commmist or Socialist Parties, 


bo The Uniumea Tineretului Cammist (Union of Cammmist Youth), and the 
Uninuea Tineretului Soofelist (Union of Socialist Youth). were organized 
at approximately the same time as the Frontul Domocret Universitar 
_ (in 1947), They were entirely political in their point of view and 
were closely affiliated with the Commnist and Socielist Parties, 
respectively. 


3. Despite intensive rropagande, none of the above-mentioned organizations 
flourished and in 1948 the Frontul Democrat Universitar was liquideted and 
the Uniunea Natiouela a Studentilor Revand (ietional Union of Rumanian 
Students )»was formed with headquarters at Calea Plovnei 61. The word 
“Hetienale™ was substituted for the word "Democrat" in the title of the 
new organizetion with the calculated purpose of attracting @ broader groups 
Here again, students were admitted on the basis of their om application, 
provided they had not previously manifested their sentiments against the 
leftist politienl regimc, Members of the Uniunea Natiorala a Studentil or 
Ronknd were promised and given special ration booke with which thay could | 
buy certain foods, clothing and shoes at the Cooperative Solidaritat «a 
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Studenteasca (Student Cooperative). The administration and organisation 
was inthe hands of studert nembera of the Comamist Perty who distributed 
Communizt propagenda and followed an organized pfogram laid dam by the 
Commnist Party, 


With the organization of the Uniunea Nationale a Studentilor Romani, the 
Uniunea Asccietilor Mevilor Din Rorfnie was established as the organization 
for students in the lover gxade, With branches in oll Rumanian toms and 
villages, leadquarters was in Bucharest. Uniunea Asociatilor Hlevilor Din 
Ronnie was organized administretively in a similar monner to the Uniunea 
Notionald a Studentilor Ronni, 


A fourth organization, the Uniunea fineretulul Iumoiteresc (Labor Youth Union), 
was organized at about the same time for young Working people not in the 
schools, 


In the autum of 1949 the Rumanian Workers Party reorganized these youth 
organizetions, combining them all under the Uniunea Tineretului Muneitoresc 
(UI), except for the primary school children who were Placed under the 
Pionierl organization, 


The Uniunea Tineretului. Huneitoresctwas given a new designation at the time 
of this merger ond it is now officially called the Organizatia Revolutionara. 
A Tineretului Mumeitor (Labor Youth Revolutionary Organization). Although 
it is more closely associated with the Runranian Workers Party than its 
Predecessor organizations, the Uniunea Tineretului Lameitorese mintains 
the Same adainistrative structure as did the Uniunea National a Studentilor 
Remand. and the Uniunea Asociatilor ELevilor Din Ror@nia, ; 


New menbers of the Uniunea Tinerotului Muncitorese are admitted only after 
prior review by end approval of tho Rumanian Workers Party

The Plioneri is the first political (Communist) orgenizetion with which the 
children in Rumenia come into contact. They are enrolled in the organiza 
tion soon after they enter sohool, usually at abouts the age of seven, At 
the age of fiftcen the youngsters become members of the Uniunea Huncitoresc., 


The Pioneri received instruction in “political theory” end Lectures on the 
benefits of the Conmumist sccicty, Parties, expositions and picnics are 
organized for the benefit of the childrens publications and photographs 

of leaders are distributed for use in the schools and the children aye 
urged to attend public demonstrations to cheer for Soviet and Rumanian 
officials, The organizetion hes two publications: Sc@ittoia Pineretului 
and.
